Thomas F. Bayard, statesman, son 


of James A. TSayanl, formerly senator 
from Delaware, and himself a senator 
from thy wiine 'state, was born in "Wil- 
mington. Del., on October M, 1893. 
He 


was educated chiefly In the Flushing 
school established by the Kev. Dr. F. L. 
Hawks, and being intended for mer- 
cantile life, mis placed in a business 
house in Xew York city. 


After the deatli of his eMer brother 


in 1S-IS he 
returned to Wilmington, 


studied law and was admitted to the 
bar In 1S51. 
He was appointed United 


Stn.tes District Attorney for Delaware, 
but resinned in the following year. 
In 


ISoa he removed to Philadelphia, where 
he became the partner of William Ship- 
pen and practiced for two years, but 
then returned to TVilmlngton and con- 
tinued in the prafiHce of the law until 
he was fleeted in 1SGS to succeed his 
father in tlie United States senate. 


In 1861 at a public meet ins at Dover 


he delivered a memorable speech in fa- 
vor of peace with the south. 
He took 


his seat JIareh 4. 1S6D, and being re- 
ei^cted for a second term in January, 
1ST3, an 1 again in 1SS1, served continu- 
ously until he became secretary of 
state under Grovcr devoten«l on March 
4, 1SS3. 


On the day on which he was elected 


to the senate for the full term his fath- 
er WPS also elected a senator from Del- 
aware to serve for the unexpired part 
of his ui-lslnal term. 
This is. the only 


rase of a father and son l«lns voted 
for by the same legislature to fill the 
senatorial office. 
In the senate he 


served on the committee on finance, 
judiciary, private land claims, library 
and revision of laws.

member of the electoral commission of

According to Director T, C. White, a 


serious problem at thi* time confronts 
him and his colleagues in the California 
Raisin Growers' Association. 


"It dots not seem to be understock 


by the raisin growers in the pool," said 
he to a reporter of the Republican, 
"that it makes no difference to them 
Individually, to what packing house, 
they may deliver their raisins. 
They 


do not seem to re&lize that It is of grea 
importance to the association, and t< 
each grower as a member of it, that the 
crop should be distributed to all of the 
packing houses in proportion to their 
capacity and facilities for handling 
good*. 


"Ail the packers have orders for 


jroods waiting: delivery, but some are 
not receiving raisins in sufficient quan- 
tities to flil these orders, while others 
are receiving: an excess on their Im- 
mediate requirements. 
Consequently 


raisins are not betas distributed to 
buyers as would b* the case if growers 
were to deliver to the packing houses 
that are short." 
• 


Mr. White further explained that No- 


ble Bros., Chaddock & Co. and 
Gray 


Bros, are receivine raisins up to the pro 
rata of their apportionments, but Grif- 
fin 4 Skelley are receiving- really more 
than they are entitled to, probably 
nearly 50 per octet of the crop of cured 
raisins that are being delivered to 
packers in'this city. 
This may prob- 


ably be due to the fact that Griffin & 
Skelly.more titan any other house, have 
been advancing money to growers to 
harvest their crops and therefore that 
the growers thus helped are more in- 
clined to hav-i them pack their mlsins. 


According to the contracts, which the 


Crowers entered fcito with iiift p-S^ocI- 
ation, the express right was reserved to 
them to take their raisins to whatever 
packing house was most convenient. 
They tare evidently availing them- 
selves of tbis right, unmindful of the 
practical consequences, and hence tlie 
problem which confronts the directors 
of the pool. 


"It amounts to simply this," added 


Mr. White, "certain packers are not 
getting the amount of {toads which they 
should be receiving and consequently 
they cannot fill their orders.

B to the interest of the grower to have 
:he raisins In the pool distributed, that 
;he trade may sell them and ihe con- 
sumer dispose of them. Instead, we find 
Iiat one firm is receiving more than Its

As a result of the rain, plowing* will

Idleness during the summer on account 
of the drought will soon be at work in 
the fields plowing up the soil prepara- 
tory to the sowing of next year's wheat 
crop. 


It is a tradition among farmers that 


an exceedingly dry year must be fol- 
lowed by a correspondingly wet one 
nnd for this reason all think the coming 
year will be one of the best ever expe- 
rienced In the valley.
